So bundle up 
inside where it’s warm, and head to the shack for 
some fun on the HF bands this month. Here’s 
some hot stuff to look for in February. 


5X Uganda. Look for Nick G3RWF signing 5X1NH 
from February 23 to March 22. QSL via home call. 


FJ St. Barthelemy. Four Polish hams, SP3IPB, 
SQ3WN, SP6IXF and SP7VC, plan to operate from 
both FS St. Martins and FJ St. Barthelemey from 
February 14 to 27. They will sign FS/ and FJ/ with 
their home calls. 


VP8/G South Georgia. Lars MMODWF will sign 
VP8DIF while he is working on South Georgia 
during February. QSL via DJ9ZB. 


T32 Eastern Kiribati. Look for N7OU and W7YAQ 
on the air between February 12 and 26 from 
Christmas Island in Eastern Kiribati. They will also 
be active during the ARRL CW DX Contest. 


VP6 Pitcairn Island. During the first week of 
February, through February 8, JJ8DEN plans to be 
on the air signing VP6PR from Pitcairn Island.
